GENEVA, Dec. 9.—On behalf of the 
United States . Government, -Jay 
Pierrepont Moffat, Chargé d’Affaires 
at Berne, signed here this afternoon 
all three protocols involved’in Amer- 
ican entry into the World Court. 

This leaves only the following steps 
to be accomplished before the United 
States takes its place in the court: 
First, signature of the Root protocol 
by Abyssinia, Albania and Lithuania, 
the only three of the fifty-three mem- 
bers of the court who have not al- 
ready signed it; second, ratification 
by the United States of all three pro- 
tocbls and ratification of the Root 
protocol by all fifty-three members of 
the court. The action of the United. 
States at Geneva today is expected 
here to greatly facilitate the accom- 
plishment of this program. Steps al- 
ready have been taken to get Abys- 
sinia and Lithuania to sign, and sim- 
ilar steps immediately will be taken 
with Albania, and it is believed that 
all three signatures will be obtained 
without difficulty. Discreet efforts 
also are being made to get members 
of the court, none of whom have yet 
ratified the Root protocol—many be- 
cause they wanted to be sure first 
that America would sign—to hasten 
their ratifications without. awaiting 
the United States Senate’s action.

Mr. Young suggested that a merger 
of the two domestic telegraph com- 
| panies should be accomplished, say- 
!ing it would lead to a better type of 
service and would stimulate research. 

“So much energy and money has 
to be spent in getting the message 
today that it is difficult to divert 
money and energy to the problem of 
getting messages five years from to- 
day,”’ he said. ‘“‘We must remember 
this research business is a matter of 
long range planning, and large and 
highly speculative expenditure. 

“It is developing rapidly, however, 
even in the competitive field, and TI 
believe we will have more of it in 
telegraphy, even if we. leave our 
companies competitive, than we have 
had in the past. I doubt, however. 
whether we will have as much, or as 
rapid, development as if all our tele- 
graph services could he put in one 
company under adequate and effec- 
tice government regulation.”’ 

Regulating rates by competition in 
the public service field has not 
proved satisfactory here or elise- 
where, he said, adding that it has 
largely disappeared. 

“Our own telegraph services,” he 
said, ‘‘are about the only ones left 
in the world which continue that ex- 
pensive and archaic method.” 

Warns of Demoralization. 

Mr. Young said duplicated services 

meant waste. 
: “If now we are to add the dupli- 
cate services not only of one radio 
concerns but .two.or more to the 
wire services, which exist in teleg- 
raphy, and we establish four sets of 
officers and personnel, the competi- 
tion will inevitably become ruinous, 
wages will be inadequate, capital will 
be lost and ultimately services will

pace Company, a merger that has 
een withheld pending authority of 

law, as well as the cable facilities 

of the Western Union. 

Unification of this type, the group- 
ing of all the competing companies 
into one, is dictated by sound eco- 
nomics, Mr. Young asserted. The 
merger of cable and radio interests 
in Great Britain and France, similar 
steps in Germany and the unifica- 
tions in Italy and Japan were 
pointed out. 

“How can our competitive compa- 
nies in America, three of them or 
more, meet, from the standpoint of 
national interest, these consolidated 
units in other countries?’’ he asked. 
“Any one of our three companies 
may be obliged, to save itself from 
ruin in the international field.to ac- 
cept such terms as the unified inter- 
ests may dictate to us. This may 
affect not only rates of service but 
character of service. It may indeed 
affect quality of service. 

“I beg of you not to put the com- 
munication services of the United 
States, which are essential to the-de- 
velopment and extension of our busi- 
ness in times of peace, and always 
essential to the national defense, in 
a position where others may ‘dictate 
to us bere and we are powerless to 
protecc smrselves,’? he said. 


Questisged as to Wilson. 


The name or President Wilson was 
brought into the Necussion by Sen- 
ator Dill of Washington, who sought 
to review the creation of the Radio 
Corporation. Mr. Young referred the 
Senator to his previous testimony be- 
fore the committee, but Senator Dill 
insisted that no mention was made 
of President Wilson at that time. 

Members of the committee, includ- 
ing Senators Watson of Indiana and 
Hawes of Missouri, grew restive as 
William C. Green, counsel for the 
committee, read from an interview 
with Mr. Young in the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post in which he was repre- 
sented as saying that Admiral Bul- 
lard had brought from President 

Nilson, at Versailles, a message ex- 
pressing concern that, throug the 
sale of the Alexanderson patents, 
American rights and interests in the 
international radio field would be 
lost and the British, through the 
Marconi company, would get control 
of the whole radio situation. 

“Did Admiral Bullard say that his 
message to you in this connection 
was from. the President?’ Mr. 
Green asked. 

“He did,’’ was the reply. . 

“What did he say President Wil- 
son had told him to do?’’ 

“Je said he had come at the re- 
quest of the President to try and 


conserve American interests and not. | 
allow them to be turned over to}; 


others,’’? Mr. Young answered. 

Senator Dill asserted that other 
witnesses had sought to ‘“‘claim im- 
munity for anything the R. C. A. 
had done or might do’’ on the 
ground that it was done in accord- 
ance with the wish and request of 
President Wilson. 

“T never have claimed anything on 
that ground,’’ Mr. Young said. ‘‘I 
do not now, and if any one ever did 
on behalf of the R. C. A., it was 
without authority and no right to 
do so whatsoever. Nothing of the 
sort was ever claimed to my knowl- 
edge. If any such representations 
have been made, I know nothing 
of it.’’ 

“They have been made,’’ Senator 
Dill insisted. ‘‘Repeatedly.’’ 

When Senator Tydings of Maryland 
suggested the inquiry seemed to be 
developing along political rather than 
fact-finding lines, Senator Watson of 
Indiana remarked that ‘‘only Demo- 
crats are asking the questions.” 

“The Republicans will let the R. C. 
A. or any other trust get away with 
anything it wants to,’? Senator Dill 
retorted. 


Explains R. C. A.’s Purpose. 


*; Not the establishment of a monop- 
oly but the development of the new 


art of radio communication was the | 


primary object of the contracts en- 


tered into in 1921 by the General 
Electric and Westinghouse compa- 
nies with the Radio Corporation of 
America, Mr. Young declared. He 
pointed to the progress made since 
that time as proof of the necessity 
and wisdom of that policy. 

‘Radio was then a new art,”’ said 


Mr. Young, ‘‘and its development de- | 


pended upon its release from the 
artificial restraints that would have 
hampered it. What happened is what 
always happens when you release an 
art from such restraints and turn it 
over to scientists and engineers. 
That is what was necessary, and 
what we did; and look at the results 
achieved during the last ten years! 

‘“‘Without its release from those re- 
straints the matter of radio commu- 
nication would still be before the 
courts and in the hands of lawyers 
instead of engineers.”’ 

The contract with the Westing- 
house Company, Mr. Young stated, 
was entered into in 1921. 

“It had become apparent,’’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘that sending could be done 
by the General Electric, but receiv- 
ing violated sertain patents held by 
the Westinghouse Company. 

“It was impossible, with all those 
scattered patents, to establish a func- 
tioning system of radio communica- 
tion. It was utterly impossible for any 
one persen or organization, at that 
time, to accomplish results. All had 
patents, but none had enough. It 
was stalemate. 

‘The Radio Corporation of America 
was not formed primarily to create a 
monopoly, but to develop radio com- 
munication. It was necessary to re- 
move the restraints which were oper- 
ating to interfere with the develop- 
ment of a new art. 

“Having come to the conclusion 
that neither company could function 
without the other, we turned the 
matter over to the competent au- 
thorities to have contracts made 
under which we could effectively 
carry on.”’ 


Calis for a Definite Policy. 


Mr. Young said ‘‘there is a great 
need for a definite policy with re- 
gard to our communications.” 

“At the threshhold of this inquiry,” 


he continued, “is the question of 
whether such instrumentalities should 
be owned and developed—for we 
must never forget development—and 
operated by the government or by 
private concerns. 

“The communication service is a 
Service to the public, and therefore 
there is no reason in principle why 
it should not be owned and operated 
by the government, if that be the 
best way in which to get the most 
satisfactory communication service 
at the lowest cost. That is to say, 
it is a public service business as dis- 
tinguished from a purely private 
business. Our whole approach to 
he F ys tet must be with that in 
mina, 

“I take it that the policy of the 
country is pretty well settled at pres- 
ent, and that the great preponder- 
ance of public opinion supports it; 
that we are not to put the govern- 
ment into any business, even a pub- 
lic service business, where such ser- 
vice can be rendered effectively and 
cheaply by private concerns under 
government regulation. 

“Our present communications ser- 
vices are being rendered by private 
concerns, under government regula- 
tion to a ter or less degree. I 
take it there is no thought of turn- 
ing them over to the government, 
‘certainly at this time. 

“One who has had considerable ex- 
perience with ‘lephone systems all 
over the. world, as I have, cannot fail 
to note the superiority of the tele- 
phcene service in this country, admin- 
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istered by-a private concern, over the 
telephone sérvice in other countries 
which are government owned and 
operated. I, for one, do not believe 
the time has come to turn our com- 
munications services over to the gov- 
ernment. 


Compares Present Systems. 

“Our communications by voice, 
that -is, telephony, have been devel- 
oped and are carried on by a com- 
pany which is practically a monopoly 
under government regulation. Our 
communications by record—that is, 
telegraphy, as we know it—have been 
carried on by competitive companies 
and on the whole with a minimum of 
government regulation. 

“Tt is natural to ask. ourselves 
which of these two methods has pro- 
duced the most satisfactory results. 
In order to measure them, we have 
to take account of the difficulties 
which had to be faced in the two 
kinds of communication. Looking 
backward at the art, I think we must 
agree that the difficulties which have 
been overcome in-the transmission of 
the voice have been much greater 
than the difficulties in the transmis- 
sion of the record. 

“Tt -is language, not facilities, 
which is the barrier to such com- 
munication. When one thinks of the 
convenience, speed and vast dis- 
tances over which communication by 
voice may be carried on, especially 
in this country, one must accept it as 
among the greatest, and perhaps the 
greatest, of human achievements in 
a great age. 

“Tt is no mere chance that the 
American Telephone and Telegraph 
Company is the largest concern in 
the United States, both in invest- 
ment, in stockholders and, I believe. 
in employes. It is a reflection of 
public response to its service. I pay 
this tribute, gentlemen, to the Amer- 
ican Soe and Telegraph Com- 
pany not because I have any interest 
in it, direct or indirect; nor have any 
of the companies with which I am 
associated. As a matter of fact, the 
General Electric and Westinghouse 
Companies feel that in power and 
light they have made great develop- 
ments. They would wish to stand 
first, and perhaps claim that position 
in the service of the people. 

“T say what I do about telephony 
under these circumstances because 
am talking about communications, 
and because I wish to acknowledge 
publicly the great service which has 
been rendered. 


Urges. More for Research. 


‘Would it not be highly satisfying 
if one could write his message on a 
special pad at his desk or his bed- 
side, and have it quickly transmitted 
in facsimile or otherwise on a re- 
ceiving pad in the office or house 


|of the person to whom it is ad- 
dressed?’’ he asked. 

“Tf this could be done as promptly 
as we get telephone service, and 
could be done cheaply enough to be 
| within the reach of all, then I should 
say our communications by record 
were keeping pace with our commu- 
nications by voice. That they have 
not done so I think must be ad- 
mitted. 

“Again I say this, although the 
Radio Corporation, with which I am 
connected as chairman, is engaged 
in the telegraph business through 
the air, and, from my point of view 
it, as well as the other companies, is 
not rendering a satisfactory service 
because there is not money enough 
and energy enough spent on research. 
So much energy and money has to be 
spent in getting the message today 
that it is difficult to divert money 
and energy to the problem of getting 
messages five years from today. 

“Our town telegraph services are 
about the only ones left in the world 
which continue that expensive and 
archaic method. On the ground :of 
quality service, on the ground of ire- 
search and development for service, 
and on the ground of ultimate cost 
to the, community of service, I am 
forced to the conclusion”’that a single 
company, under administrative gov- 
ernment regulations, can do our 
record communication service better 
and more cheaply than under the 
| competitive system. 


What the People Want. 


“IT do not believe the people of the 
United States have any interest in 
'the question of agency which is used 
for their communications. What they 
want are adequate, cheap and reéli- 


able communications both by voice 
and record. 

“It is quite immaterial whether the 
transmission is by wires, above 
ground or below, by air or ether, or 
crust of the earth. All these instru- 
mentalities should be available and 
will be used by the company which 
has our public service to perform in 
carrying on record communications. 
That company will use the best and 
cheapest instrument. One need have 
no fear about that. 

“So I think, not only that the tele- 
phone company should have wires 
and cables and radio available as in- 
struments of public service, but that 
the record communication company, 
which I visualize, should similariy 
have such instrumentalities available 
for its service in order that the best 
may be used. 

“As a matter of fact, they supple- 
ment and insure each other. e 
break in half the cables in the At- 
lantic due to the recent earthquake 
demanded increased use of the facili- 
ties of the air to carry communica- 
tions. Similarly atmospheric distur- 
bances frequently interrupt or slow 
down radio, and cables should be 
available. When sleet storms and 
tornadoes break our wires the air 
should: be. opened to carry messages. 

Says Monopoly Is Necessary. 

‘Although I believe in the unifica- 
tion of the telegraph services in one 
company under government control, 
I do not believe in the unification of 
the telephone and telegraph services 
in one company under the present 
development of the art. 

‘“‘Whether or not what I have said 
is true regarding unification of the 
domestic telegraph services of the 
country, I am sure it is true in the 
field of international telegraph ser- 
vices. There, from the standpoint 
of national interest, a monopoly, 
either regulated by the government 
or owned by the government, is a 
necessity and a necessity now. 

“Tt is with great pride that I am 
able to say that the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America has been able to 
take a foremost place in radio com- 
munication throughout the world.” 


Explains Unification Move. 


Mr. Young said it was with the 
unification of foreign communication 
services in mind that he became ‘‘in- 
strumental in arranging for unifica- 
tion of the radio telegraph services 
with those of the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, if 
and when the laws of the United 
States permit.” 

“T should like to see a similar ar- 
rangement made between the Inter- 
national Company and the Western 
Union, so that may know 
that the moment enabling acts are 
passed, unification of these services 
could be had under the control of 
the Mp Ababa me of the United States.

DELAY LIKELY IN RATIFYING. 


Senators Expect Hoover to Withhold 
Protocols for Present.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—When the 
State Department, this afternoon re- 
ceived official notification by cable 
that the protocols for American ad- 
herence to the World Court had been 
signed at Geneva by Jay Pierrepont 
Moffat, Chargé d’Affaires of the 
United States, acting by authority of 
President . Hoover, . Senators and 
others: concerned began to express 
interest as to when the protocols 
would be forwarded to the Senate for 
ratification, but were unable to ob- 
tain any definite information. 

A very strong opinion exists among 
Republican. Senators that, for rea- 
sons of party safety, it would be well 
for the President to withhold the 
transmission of the documents to the 
Senate until after the Congressional 


elections of 1930. Their position is 
that a cempeign. likely to be com- 
plicated, will be impregnated with 
further complexity if the World 
Court question becomes an issue. 

What course President Hoover 
will take was not disclosed. Secre- 
tary of State Stimson declined to 
comment on the subject. 

The impression prevails that, even 
if the protocols should be transmit- 
ted to the Senate soon, they will not 
be brought forward for consideration 
for a long period, perhaps until after 
the Congressional elections. 

Such delay is not of great signifi- 
cance, however, as the ratification of 
the protocols by the Senate would 
not insure immediate entrance of 
the United States into the Court. All 
nations which are members of the 
Court must approve the protocols 
providing for American adherence 
before our entrance is assured. 


Still ‘“‘Irreconcilable.”

IS ORGANIZED HERE 


National Committee to Back 
Ratification of Protocol Is 
Announced by E. Colby. 


SUCCEEDS EARLIER BODY 


New Association Includés Most of 
Organizations Which Supported 
Original Harding Program. 


Formation of the National World 
Court Committee, with the object of 
furthering the ratification by the 
Senate of the entry of the United 
States into the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, for which pro- 
tocols were signed in Geneva yester- 
day, was announced here last night 
by Everett Colby, executive chair- 
man of the new organization. 

“The committee’s sole aim,’’ said 
Mr. Colby, ‘‘is to support Mr. Hoo- 
ver and the friends of the court in 
the last steps necessary to complete 
the movement begun when Mr. Hard- 
ing, by a special message, proposed 
to the Senate Feb. 24, 1923, that the 
United States should apply for mem- 
bership in the court. 

“Since the first action taken by the 
Senate a vast improvement in the 
Situation has spread over the coun- 
try and few people can now be found 
who are not favorable to our mem- 
bership in the court.

Stimson Explains Changes in Court. 


Secretary Stimson explained orally 
that, when the Senate shall have 
ratified them, the documents of ad- 


herence would be deposited at Ge- 
neva. 

One of the changes in the protocol 
of revision of the court statutes pro- 
vides for an increase in the number 
of judges. Formerly there _ were 
eleven judges and four or five deputy 
judges. The new arrangement calls 
for fifteen full judges, only eleven of 
whom are to sit at the same time. 

Mr. Stimson emphasized the value 
of the provision which is designed to 
meet Senate objections. It was pro- 
posed by S. O. Levinson, a Chicago 
lawyer, and stipulates that the same 
rules of procedure which apply in 
contentious cases should apply to ad- 
visory opinions. It means that the 
rule in a litigated case that no dis- 
pute can be submitted to the court 
without the consent of both parties 
also applies to advisory opinions. 

The change is embodied in Article 
68 of the statutes and, in the opinion 
of Secretary Stimson, constitutes one 
of the last nails driven in to fasten 
the Senate reservations on the old 
charter. ; 

In any case in which the United 
States should be a party, he ex- 
plained, its rights would be _ pro- 
tected under Article 68. He pointed 
out that, if this government were 
not one of the original disputants ina 
ease, but felt it had a real interest, 
it could easily attain the status of a 
disputant by sending a note. 


Final Recourse in Withdrawal.

ALL QUIET IN HAITI; 
NEW MARINES HEL 


Three Demonstrations Which 
Were Scheduled in Port au 
Prince Are Not Held. 


REPORTS ON FATAL CLASH 


Captain Swink Says Shots Were 
Fired When Attack Was Imminent 


—Naval Doctors Aid Wounded. 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Dec 9 
(®).—Complete quiet throughout Haiti 
was reported to government quarters 
today from all districts. There have | 
been no disturbances during the past |

ITALIANS HOIST FLAG 
OVER LIBYAN POST 


Brach Natives Surrender After 
Surprise Attack Commanded 
by the Duke of Apulia. 


ROME, Dec. 9 ().—Official an- 
nouncement was made today that 
Italian Sahara troops, commanded 
vy the Duke of Apulia, hoisted the 
national flag at Brach, in the heart 
of the Sciati region of Libya, on Sat- 
urday morning after a surprise con- 
centration and attack. 

The report stated that the native 
population had rendered homage and 
surrendered their arms, including 


one cannon. | 
Brach is 375 miles in a direct line 


south from the Tripolitan coast and 
is far along the line of oases extend- 
ing along the twenty-seventh parallel. 

The troops were specially trained 
by the Duke himself in previous Afri- 
can engagements. They marched 
nearly miles as a flying column 
and. concentrated on Nov. 28. Sup- 
porting troops then converged from 
points on the east and west, enabling 
the occupation to be consolidated. 

The occupied territory is being 
brought under systematized control 
by speedy patrols of the camel corps 
and air force. Reconnoitering pa- 
trols were sent to the south to follow 
the trail of the last bands which had 
been preying on the region. 

The operation was termed here a 
notable step forward in pursuance of 
the government’s policy of the ‘‘in- 
tegral and effective occupation of the 


: Libyan territories.’

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POPE SEES DECLINE 
IN PROTESTANTISM 


Pontiff Tells Missionaries That 
Returns to Catholicism Are 
Increasingly Multiplied. 


FINDS CHURCH TRIUMPHANT 


Priests Are Warned at Ceremony 
for 136 English Martyrs Against 
Any Secular Activity. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 9 UP).—Pope 
Pius made two vigorous and impor- 
tant speeches on Catholic affairs yes- 
terday which were published today. 

Addressing Catholic mission repre- 
sentatives in the course of a cere- 
mony approving the beatification of 
136 English martyrs, the Pontiffi.said 
they must strictly avoid nationalistic 
propaganda because ‘‘nationalism is 
a real evil and it is not exaggerating 
to call it a malediction in the mission 
field.’’ 


He said this should be well remem- | 


bered by every one, from the hum- 
blest priest to the Pontiff himself. If 
in the beginning it seemed that na- 


tionalism gave certain advantages, | 


in the long run it would be found to 
be ineffective, the Pope asserted. 


‘“‘Those who work for God should | 
never mix in secular affairs,’’ he de- 


clared, quoting the gospel to show 
that no man could: serve two mas- 


ters. 
Finally, the Pope recommended to 


the mission representatives Christ’s | 


last prayer on the cross. aS an €x- 
ample and exhorted them to main- 
tain the unity of heart, thought and 
action in which the force and secret 
of victory lay. 

During the ceremony of reading 
approval of the beatification of 136

‘‘Behold Catholicism, which shines 
in the clear light, while Protestant- 
ism goes from denial to denial, ren- 
dering ever more intense in many 
souls that follow the invitation of 
truth a homesickness for returning 
to Catholicism. 

‘Tt has sometimes seemed as 
though the ship of the Church were 
in danger, but instead it has passed 
triumphantly on in the real course 
of culture.” 

In extolling the English martyrs, 
the Pope said that their particular 
characteristic was their resistance to 
tyranny, which they based on fi- 
delity to Roman Catholicism and the 
Pope. They had suffered like the 
missionaries “in the front-line 
trenches in the formidable duels be- 
tween error and truth, the State and 
the Church, and Protestantism and 
Catholicism.”’ 

Pope Pius remarked that the 
Church was emerging triumphant 
from the duel with the State. 

“When the State really wishes to 
provide for the varying interests of 
society,’’ he said, ‘‘it turns to coun- 
sels of human foresight and assures 
the liberty of the Catholic cult. Thus 
confronting Protestantism today, 
Catholicism breathes in a free at- 
mosphere while Protestantism goes 
on evermore wearing itself out.”’

LABOR OFFICE TO ACT 
ON JOBLESS MUSICIANS 


Committee Ends Geneva Session 
With Vote to Remedy Condition 
of “White Collar’ Workers.

GENEVA, Dec. 9.—The world-wide 
effects of radio and sound movies in 
throwing musicians out of work was 
stressed in the report which ended 
the session of the International 
Labor Office’s advisory committee 
on intellectual workers here today. 
Unemployment among musicians was 
said to be more acute and more 
wide-spread than among any other 


| ‘*white collar’’ workers. 


Actors and teachers come next in 
unemployment, their situation being 


| comparatively serious in a few coun- 


tries. There are jobless nurses only

health and safety of other movie per- 
sonnel. 

In regard to inventions made by 
workers but patented by their em- 
ployers the committee urged legisla- 
tion assuring the worker adequate 
remuneration either in wages or 
otherwise, regardless: of whether he 
had to renounce such rights in tak- 
ing his job. An exception was made 
for workers specially employed for 
research. They will be made the ob- 
ject of special study.

REICH CRISIS LOOMS 
ON FINANCE REFORM 


Cabinet Struggles All Day on 
Compromise Measure for 
Tax Reductions, 


GOES TO REICHSTAG TODAY 


Chancellor Mueller Is Expected to 
Ask Vote of Confidence in Gov-| 
ernment Thursday.

BERLIN, Dec. '9.—The Reich Cabi- 
net struggled im an all-day session 
with the problem of drafting the pro- 
gram of financial reforms it proposes 
to submit to the Reichstag this week. 

That serious differences obtain in 
the ranks of the five coalition parties 
comprising. the present government 
in regard to urgent financial and eco- 
nomic measures demanded by the 
present situation is indicated by the 
length of today’s Cabinet delibera- 
tions, which continued from 10 A. M. 
until midnight, with only brief lunch- 
eon and dinner intermissions. At the 
conclusion of tonight’s meeting it 
was stated that the government 
would discuss tomorrow with party 
leaders its proposed measures for 
sweeping reductions in income and 
industrial and other taxes. While no 
conclusive scheme has been approved 
yet, it is reported that the govern- 
ment will announce a reduction of 
1,000,000,000 marks (about $233,600,- 
000) in federal income taxes to spread 
over a period of five years and that 


other special taxes will be cut down 
750,000,000 marks. 


To offset these it is proposed to in-

crease indirect imposts, 
beer and tobacco. An increase in the 
beer tax is stubbornly opposed by the 
Bavarian People’s party, while severe 
curtailment of expenditures for social 
welfare and unemployment insurance 
is demanded by the Gorman People's 


arty. 

That the coalition parties continue 
badly deadlocked over the cardinal 
issues involved in the government’s 
reform program became apparent to- 
day and unless Reichstag leaders 
will now vouchsafe Chancellor Muel- 
ler a safe majority when he demands 
a vote of confidence in the Reichs- 
tag, it is not improbable that the 
traditional Christmas crisis, which 
has been an unvarying Yuletide fix- 
ture in Germany in past vears, will 
again furnish a familiar decoration 
He the German official ‘Christmas 
ree. 

The Socialists, who constitute the 
largest party in the coalition group, 
are striving for a ‘‘formula of con- 
cord,’’ as the government obviously 
desires to avoid a crisis on the eve 
of the second Hague conference.

Dr. Read of Columbia Also Says 
Our Laborers Do 3 to 7 Times 
as Much as Those of Europe. 


HE DEFENDS HIGH WAGES 


Every American Has 35 “Invisible | 
Slaves” at His Command, 
Professor Asserts, 


Half of the total work of the world 
is done in the United tSates and the 
American workman does from three 


to seven times as much work as the | 
European, according to Dr. Thomas | 


ASKS RECEPTION ROOM 


Thornton Read, Professor of Mining 
at Columbia University and an inter- | 
nationally known authority on min- | 
ing and metallurgy. 

Professor Read made public yes- | 
terday some of the statistics he has 





compiled in a study, just completed, 
of the relative amount of work done 
in the fifteen leading countries in 
the world. He says the European 
conviction that unlimited natural re- 
sources and an industrial system 
with magic power is responsible for | 
this country’s prosperity is incorrect. 
He maintains that the American 
workman can be employed profitably | 
at a daily rate about equal to the | 
weekly wage of the European work- | 
man only because the American 
workman does from three to seven 
times as much work as the Euro-| 
pean. 

In his study, Professor Read cal- 
culated and checked the relative 
amounts of horsepower generated by 
men from the food they eat, bu ma- 
chines from their fuels, py coal and 
petroleum, and by water power in 


the principle countries of the world. 
By means of a chart he depicted 
graphically the total amount of work | 
accomplished by men and their ma- 
chines. This chart shows that the 
hum total of the lines representing | 
the work done in fourteen foreign 
countries barely equaied the work 
done in the United States. 

Dr. Read also gauged the compar- | 
ative amount of work done per per- 
son in various countries. He ob-| 
tained the following ratios, again 
showing this country far in the lead: 
China, 1; British India, 1%4; Russia, | 
214; Italy, 2%; Japan, 3%; Poland, 6; | 
Holland, 7; France, 8%; Australia, | 
8%; Czechoslovakia, 9%; Germany, 
12; Belgium, 16; Great Britain, 18; 
Canada, 20, and the United States, 
30. 

“Every person in the United 
States,’’ Professor Read asserted, 
“has thirty-five invisible slaves work- 
ing for him, and the most significant | 
thing is that these thirty-five slaves 
do not consume anything, so that 
all the product is available for the | 
‘boss.’ The American workman is 
not a wage slave, but a boss of a 
considerable force, whether he real- | 
izes it or not. 

‘The result is that, although the | 
average wage is high, the average | 
cost of work in this country is low. | 
The American worker can buy an 
automobile and a radio because out 
of the value of the product of his 
day’s work he earns enough to, 
enable him to buy these conveniences 
of modern life.”’

LONDON, Dec. 9.—Ambassador and 
Mrs. Dawes were guests of honor 
tonight at a dinner of the Lon- 
don branch of the English-Speaking 
Union.

A. V. Alexander, First Lord of the

toast to the American Ambassador 
said his work had been vital in 
bringing about a situation which was 
just the opposite of a resumed race 
of naval armaments, which the whole 
world had feared and which had 
seemed altogether too likely to 
happen. 


Stresses British Sincerity. 


“There is nothing wanting on this 
side of the Atlantic,’’ said Mr. Alex- 
ander, ‘‘to prove the sincerity of this 
maritime nation of Great Britain, 
which, despite all its commitments, 
desires to have naval parity with the 
United States. There is no doubt of 
our singleness of purpose in first 
establishing parity with America and 


then a stabilized point from which 
all nations may go on with naval 
reduction.” 

Lord Reading was chairman at the 
dinner. In proposing a toast to Lord 
Reading, Alfred Noyes told one good 
story about Lord Reading’s wartime 
activities in America which was new, 
at least in London. First Mr. Noyés 
recalled the fact of the bitter anti- 
Wilson feeling at Princeton Univer- 
sity at that time. Then he told of 
Lord Reading’s visit to Princeton to 
receive a degree, on which occasion 
the president of the university said 
they were going to break a rule to 
drink Lord Reading’s health in wine, 
In the course of his response to that 
toast Lord Reading said, according 
to Mr. Noyes: 

“‘You have broken one rule, I am 
going to ask you to break another. 
I want all you gentlemen of Prince- 
ton to rise and drink a toast with me 
to President Wilson of the United 
States.”’ 

And they drank that toast, Mr. 
Noyes declared. 


Ambassador Dawes’s Address. 

After saying he realized the Eng- 
| lish-Speaking Union had a pecullar 
| interest in the behavior of the Amer- | 
| ican Ambassador, General Dawes 
went directly to the theme of the 
new diplomacy and its causes. He 
| said: 

The Great War had a profound 
effect upon world diplomacy. Be- 
cause of that there has been 
evolved what is called the new 
diplomacy, which, notwithstanding 
the othér définitions, is a_ diplo- 
macy involving a more direct per- 
sonal négotiation by those in high- 
est authority and a greater frank- 
ness, mutual revelation and direct 
discussion of the respective do- 
mestic difficulties in the way of 
reasonable and just international 
agreements.

national diplomatic negotiations 
from private negotiations or, in- 
deed, many other public negotia- 
tions, is the thought in the mind 
of each negotiator not alone of 
reaching reasonable objectives but 
of avoiding, if possible, any final 
settlement which would offend 
public sentiment in his own coun- 
try. This men important diplo- 
matic negotiations in a class by 
themselves, 

Much general public distrust of 
pre-war diplomatic negotiations 
arose from the fact that the nego- 
tiations were carried on from a 
distance without mutual under- 
standing and frank discussion of 
the handicaps in the way of a 
reasonable solution, created by 
differing domestic public senti- 
ments. 

The real but ignored reasons for 
the failure of pre-war. diplomatic 
negotiations were generally to be 
found in the state of the actual or 
imagined contemporanéous public 
sentiment and the disinclination of 
diplomatic agents to admit openly 
its existence and mutually to con- 
sider it in the search for construc- 
tive compromise. If the old-fash- 
ioned diplomacy was somewhat dis- 
credited therefore it was not be- 
cause its negotiations were unfair 
or lacked constructive purpose but 
because they often either were not 
authorized or were not willing to 
discuss limitations of their possi- 
ble action or acquiescence. 


Personal Contacts in War. 


When this is the case, men can- 
not engage in a diplomatic confer- 
ence without creating an atmos- 
phere of distrust and suspicion 
greatly endangering the chances of 
its successful outcome. The effect 
of the last war upon such a situa- 
tion is easily understood. The pres- 
sure of great necessity upon the 
Allies for a quick common sense 
agreement and concerted action 
during the war whenever possible 
led the Premiers and Secretaries 
for Forei Affairs or Secretaries 
of State In person to conduct the 
international negotiations involv- 
ing military emergency. 

hen those first in authority go to 
an important conference they above 
all others, both better understand 
and fear the repercussions of do- 
mestic public sentiment and better 
realize the necessity for frank dis- 
cussion. Again, when they meet 
there come together not only those 
of the first and best knowledge of 
those conditions of public senti- 
ment which define distinctly the 
possible limits of national conces- 
sions but those with the highest 
authority to act within such limits. 

Each is conscious of the limita- 
tions set a him by domestic 
public sentiment, and considers 
sympathetically the analogous 1im- 
itations of his fellow-conferees. 
The delay caused by otherwise nec- 
essary diplomatic correspondence 
between the chiefs at home and 
their Ambassadors negotiating at 
a distance regarding these limita- 
tions is avoided. The frank and 
confidential interchange of knowl- 
edge as to such limitations soon 
makes clear in their minds that 











joint limit upon the terms of agr?e- 
ment beyond which none can make 
concessions and secure its ratifica- 
tion by parliaments whose action 
is largely determined by public 
sentiment. 

It was therefore in the war that 
the first and most distinctive fea- 
ture of the new diplomacy—the 
more direct and personal negotia- 
tion by those highest in authority— 
had its origin. The success of the 
London and Locarno conferences, 
for instances, couldn’t have been 
achieved without it. 


Contacts Are' Continued. 


Another cause of the changed 
diplomacy at the present time and 
the superiority of its methods over 
thosé of pre-war diplomacy is the 
ptovision for more continued per- 
sonal contacts among those en- 
trusted with international negotia- 
tions. This also was a lesson from 
the war where enforced continued 
contracts supplied by the allied 
commissions, designed to meet 
either a domestic or a_ foreign 
emergency, demonstrated the value 
ef contacts. This continuing per- 
sonal contact in negotiations gen- 
erally resulted in the resolving of 
that nimbus which so hangs over 
the consciousness of shortlived com- 
mittees—distrust of each other's 
motives. 

It had in government work the 
same effect as do continued con- 
tacts of negotiators in private busi- 
ness and life. When in any great 
city in a financial panic the lead- 
ing financiers meet to confer on 
measures for the protection of gen- 
eral credit the clearer understand- 
ing and quick action which gener- 
ally result spring not alone from 
necessity but because through ac- 
quaintances and continued contacts 
in business life each negotiator has 
confidence in the right intentions 
of the others. 

The custom of calling economic 
conferences, disarmament confer- 








ences and other meetings of a 
similar character, which since the 
war have been constantly held, re- 
ceived a great impetus from experi- 
ences in the war. More continued 
contact, bringing a better under- 
standing of the facts and motives, 
is the second great characteristic 
of the new diplomacy. 

The coming naval conference 
meets in a period of the new diplo- 
macy, and with recognition of the 
value of its methods at that confer- 
ence able men in high authority in 
the different nations will person- 
ally participate. With a joint 
realization of the value of contacts 
and frank discussion of the diffi- 
culties, informal preliminary nego- 
tiations have been for a long time 
and are now in progress. The con- 
ference will meet, therefore, after 
perhaps as thorough preliminary 
consideration of the best methods 
of approach to its problems as has 
ever been had in similar gather- 
ings.

In a letter addressed yesterday to 
Mayor Walker and the other mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate, 
Nathan Straus Jr., president of the 
Park Association, cited the associa- 
tion’s letter of last November, in 
which it was urged that no further 


steps be taken pending the further 
study of the proposed widening of 
the thoroughfare at the sacrifice of 
park areas. 

“In our letter,’? wrote Mr. Straus, 
‘we recommended that no plan of 
road widening which involved the 
use of park property should be car- 
ried out except as an integral part 
of a comprehensive scheme of traf- 
fic relief for the entire neighbor- 
hood. 

“Since then we have conferred at 
length with authorities of the Bronx 
Park Department and of‘ the Bor- 
ough President’s office. We have 
studied the proposed plans, now. for 
the first time fully disclosed. It is 
evident that the widening of Bronx 
Park East for a length of ten blocks, 
by taking a strip forty feet wide 
from Bronx Park, is justified by the 
fact that this constitutes but one link 
in a road leading from the East 


Bronx to the West Bronx, all of the | 


rest of which is, or will be, paved to 
a full 100-foot width. This compre- 
hensive scheme for traffic relief will 
connect White Plains Road, Clason 
Point Ferry and the Bronx River 
Parkway. 

“At our request, the President of 
the Borough of the Bronx has now 
agreed that all trees which will be 
removed in the process of widening 
Bronx Park East will be préserved 
and transplanted elsewhere. 

“While regretting that increased

Contracting Firm Here Appeals 
Against Decision for 
Painters’ Union. 


UPHOLDS 3 STATE LAWS 


These Include Louisiana Anti-Dog 
Racing Measure and Missouri’s 
Screen Law for “Speakeasies.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—-The Su- 
preme Court today consented to re- 
view the case of the Barker Painting 
Company of New York against Local 
734 of the Brotherhood of Painters, 
Decorators and Paperhangers of 
America, involving the cpplication of 
a union rule providing that when a 
contractor does work outside of his 
home city he shall pay whichever 
seale of wages is higher. 

The record showed that the pre- 
vailing rate at the time the work was 
to be done was $8 a day in Somer- 
ville, N. J., and $10.50 in New York. 
The company sought to prevent en- 
forcement of the rule by a petition 
for injunction to the District Court 
of New Jersey. An appeal was 
taken to the Circuit Court of Appeals 
for the Third Circuit, which sus- 
tained the order of the District 
Court. 

The officers of the union contended 
in opposing review by the high court 
here, that the case was ‘“‘moot’’ for 
the reason that the work contracted 
to be done by the painting company 
was finished before the proceedings 
reached the Circuit Court. 


Denies Kansas Insurance Request. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9 (2).—Opin- 
fon day in the Supreme Court to- 
day brought only one written de- 
cision. Ten cases were disposed of 
verbally and consent was granted to 


petitions for review of two labor 
cases, 

Thereupon the court recessed until 
Jan. 6. The only documentary de- 
cision refused the request of the 
Kansas Insurance Commissioner for 
a mandamus to compel Federal 
Judge Pollock to call a three-judge 
statuto court to act on a contro- 
versy with fire insurance companies 
over new rates. 

The tribunal decided without writ- 
ten opinion that attorneys specially 
employed by States and municipali- 
ties are isubject to Federal taxation 
on the income received from such 
employment and that the govern- 
ment eduld tax banks which are 
conducted by States, 

The court decided to review two 
labor cases, one from Texas where 





the Texas and New Orleans Railroad, 
a part of the Southern Pacific sys- 
tem, was restrained in a controversy 
with the Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Clerks over the organiza- 
tion to be recognized as representing 
the employes. The other was from 
New Jersey, involving Painters’ 
Union rule as to pay. 
Disagreement between Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey over the re- 
quest of the former State to inter- 
vene in the case brought by New 
Jersey against New York State and 
City over the proposed diversion of 
water from the Delaware River de- 
veloped today in the Supreme Court. 
Owen J. Roberts, as counsel for 
Pennsylvania, in asking that the 
State be permitted to participate in 
the case, explained that it declined 
to be forced at this time into dis- 
closing which side of the controversy 
it supported.

ASSAILS UTILITIES BOARD 


Spokesman for Community Councils 
Says Commission Disregards 
Interests of Public. 


The capital structure of the Con- 
solidated Gas Company contains more 
than $200,000,000 of ‘‘water’ on 
which the public is paying charges, 
Daniel De V. Harned, vice president 


and attorney for the Community | 


Councils of New York City, told the 


legislative commission on revision 
of the public service law at a hear- 
ing yesterday in City Hall. 

Mr. Harned directly attacked Wil- 
liam A. Prendergast, chairman of 
the Public Service Commission, as 
an exponent of the ‘utility corpora- 
tion viewpoint’? and arraigned both 
him and the commission for ‘rush- 
ing’’ their approval of the merger in 
1928 of the Brooklyn Edison Com- 
pany with the Consolidated Gas, The 
action of the commission in this case 
had been under fire by earlier 
witnesses representing other civic 
groups, 

“We charge,” said Mr. 
summing up the attack, “that a com- 
mission which treated the recent 
absorption of the Brooklyn Edison 
by the Consolidated Gas so carelessly 
should be impeached for failure to 
take a great public task seriously. 
In fact, we feel that this attitude 
really convicts the present commis- 
sion of taking the corporation view- 
point to an extent which renders a 
continuance of the present régime 
contrary to the public good.’’ 

The witness recalled that more 
than seven years ago the Community 
Councils, now having a membership 
of 10,000, had demanded the removal 
of Mr. Prendergast in a petition for- 
warded to Nathan L. Miller, then 
Governor. 

‘We were among the first to dis- 
cover,”’ he said, ‘“‘that regulation 
could not serve its proper purpose so 
long as Mr. 
the commission.” 


Attack Merger Terms.

“The disregard of the public inter- 
est has nowhere been more clearly 
shown than in this largest utility 
merger in the State’s history,’’ he 
continued.

2 of New York over control of the 
| sports-wear trade. A resolution was 
|adopted to bend the union’s efforts 
ito the end that sports-wear shall be 
manufactured under the same union 
conditions as cloaks and suits. A 
proposal for the importation of an 
annual $5 tax for two years to help 





liquidate the international’s indebt- 
ness was approved. The conven- 
tion also went on record urging those 
locals which maintain comparatively 
low dues to enlarge these amounts. 


Praises Defeat of Communists. 

The board was authorized to set 
aside a day for voluntary contribu- 
tions by the union membership to 
various charitable and relief causes 
in which the union is interested. 

A resolution introduced by Presi- 
dent Benjamin Schlesinger was 
adopted calling upon Morris Hillquit, 
counsel for the union, to abandon his 
suit for criminal libel against New 
York Communists who accused him 
of fraud in the sale of International 
Union Bank stock. The resolution ; 
declared that the Communists were 
“thoroughly discredited’’ and that 
the suit would only give them an | 


opportunity for propaganda, 

The report of the committee on of- 
ficers, of which Abraham Katowsky 
is chairman, reviewed the internal 
situation in the union arising from 
the struggle between the moderates 
and Communists, and registered with 
satisfaction the defeat and elimina- 
tion of the radical elements. The 
union, the report stated, was now 
definitely on the upward grade and 
rn the way to complete rehabilita- 
ion. 

Adjournment is expected tomorrow 
evening.

Accord Equal Nationality 
Privileges.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—More 
than 100 delegates of the Nationa! 
Woman’s party asked President 
Hoover today to support the princi- 
ple of ‘‘no distinction based on sex in 
law or practice relating to nation- 
ality.’’ 

The women, who came from all 
parts of the United States, also re- 
quested Mr. Hoover to instruct the 
American delegates to the Hague 
conference on codification of inter- 
national law to work for the adop- 
tion of an equal nationality agree- 
ment between nations. 

Mrs. Abby Scott Baker of Washing- 
ton was chairman of the delegation, 
which crowded the lobby of the | 
executive offices, and then filed in 


to see the President, Short speeches | 
were made by Mrs. William Kent of 
California, Miss Emma Wold of 
Washington and Miss Gail Laughlin 
of Maine. 

Miss Kent asked the President to | 
direct the delegates to stand for a! 
nationality law based on equality be- | 
tween men and women and to oppose | 
any .action on such a law unless it 
were entirely equal. 

Miss Laughlin pointed out the dan- 
ger of suggestions from certain quar- 
ters, ‘‘by the terms of which the na- 
tionality of women is to be bandied 
about without reference to their | 
wishes or consent.’’ 


Reviews Progress of Reform 


Reviewing the progress of equal 
nationality privileges for both men 
and women, Miss Wold, in address- | 
ing the President, said that it had |; 


been asserted that the nationality 
law of this country is the extreme of | 
such legislation. 

‘‘We have been told,’’ she said, 
“that we stand alone, that practically | 
every other country holds as its exist- 
ing rule the merging of the national- 
ity of the wife into that of the hus- | 
band. 

“Now, we find, as a matter of fact, 
on this side of the Atlantic at least | 
seven Latin - American countries | 
where marriage does not affect a 
woman’s nationality at all—Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Chile, Colombia, Pana- 
ma, Paraguay and Uruguay. We find 
that in three of these—Chile, Para- 
guay and Uruguay—the law .of na- 
tionality in its every phase makes no | 
distinction between man and woman, 
husband and wife, father and moth- 
er, that the mother as well as the 
father transmit to the child the right 
to claim the nationality of its par- 
ent’s country. 

‘‘We find that in other South Amer- | 
ican countries there is the same rec- 
ognition of the mother’s right to 
transmit her nationality to her child 
—Ecuador, Guatemala and more re- | 
cently Cuba, do not abide by the old 
rule of automatic loss of the wife’s 
nationality.

ORDER ILLINOIS TROOPS 
TO COAL STRIKE AREA 


State Authorities Send 700 Guards- 
men to Taylorville, Where 
400 Miners Quit.

TAYLORVILLE, Ill., Dec, 9.—Four 
companies of the Illinois National 


Guard, 600 men, including infantry, 
cavalry and machine gun units, were 
moving on this town late tonight to 
suppress a mob which prevented 
operations at one mine today and 
threatened violence to workers at 
another. 

The National Miners’ Union, an 
outlaw organization born of interna; 
strife in the United Mine Workers 
of America, made its first serious 
bid for labor supremacy Saturday 
Only a 
fraction of the 55,000 miners in the 
Tllinois fields supported the strike or- 
der, according to officials of the 
United Mine Workers. 

The outlaw leaders spent Sunday 
rallying supporters, their efforts be- 
coming apparent this morning. 
When the whistles blew at 7 A. M. a 
mob of 400 belligerents carrying fire- 
clubs and butcher knives, 
gathered at the gate of Mine 58, the 
largest in the vicinity, operated by 
the Peabody Coal Company of Chi- 
cago. 

Miners going to work were intimi- 
dated by the armed pickets and 
turned homeward while women in 
the mob thumped dishpans. Mine of- 
ficials smuggled twenty-four men 
into the colliery to man the pumps, 
but not one of the regular force of 
300 dared report. 

After parading the streets all day, 
the mob gathered at 4 P. M. at the 
gate of Mine 9 in Langleyville, just 
outside Taylorville, howling threats 
at the men quitting work. Fifty mer- 
chants and townsmen, sworn in as 
deputy sheriffs and armed, escorted 
the 200 workers to their homes. 

Sheriff Dunbar tonight informed 
Acting Governor Sterling of the situ- 
ation and the Executive agreed the 
troops would be needed in the morn- 
ing.

REPORTS FAILURE 
OF ‘DEFENDER? TEST 


Navy Construction Chief Says 
Submarine Rescue Craft 
Proved Unsuccessful. 


TRIED OUT OFF NEW LONDON 


Admiral Beuret, In Annual Sum- 
mary, Tells of Progress in Preven- 
tlon of Undersea Disasters.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Tests with 
the privately owned submarine res- 
cue craft Defender, designed to sub- 
merge and work alongside a stricken 
naval submersible, have proved un- 
successful and have been discontin- 
ued, Rear Admiral J. D. Beuret, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair of the Navy Department, 
said in his annual report today cov- 
ering the fiscal year 1929 and opera- 
tions up to Oct. 15, 1929. The tests 
were conducted off New London, 
Conn, 

‘On Dec. 4, 1928,”” Admiral Beuret 
said, ‘‘the department entered into a 
contract with the owners of the sub- 
marine diving vessel Defender which 
called for tests for the purpose of 
determining whether or not useful 
work can be performed by a diver 
operating from a vessel of this type 
under such weather conditions that 
divers cannot safely operate from a 
surface vessel. 4 

“The contract provided for prelim- 
inary smooth-water tests at increas- 


ing depths and a final rough-water 
test. After repeated delays, due to 
the unreadiness of the Defender, the 
tests were begun on July 1, 1929. On 
a number of occasions during the 
smooth-water tests the Defender at- 
tempted without success to secure 
an air hose to a submerged pontoon 
whose position was marked by buoys, 
and on several of these occasions the 
buoy lines were carried away. 

“In a few cases the air hose was 
successfully attached to the pontoon 
and the pontoon was raised by the 
submarine rescue vessel Falcon. Ex- 
perience with these smooth-water 
tests made it apparent, however, that

Disbarred Lawyer, 81, Who Had

Colonel Robert J. Haire, for many 
years a prominent criminal lawyer 
in New York, who dropped out of 
notice in 1916 when the Appellate Di- 


vision disbarred him for appropriat- 
ing the money of a client, which he 
later returned, reappeared yesterday 
before Supreme Court Justice Was- 
servogel on an application for his re- 
lease from the nhattan State Hos- 
pital, where he has been a patient 
since 1927. Colonel Haire was com- 
mitted to the hospital from the Hotel 
Colonial. 

The application for Colonel Haire’s 
release was made in his behalf by 
Mary Coleman, an attorney, who as- 
serted that he is sane, and should be 
released. Dr. Ellison G. Meriwether, 
hospital psychiatrist, who accompa- 
nied the lawyer to court, said that 
he is suffering from senile dementia, 
because of his advanced age of 81 
years and his long and active legal 
practice. He said that Colonel 
Haire might be released from the 
institution ‘if it were not for the 
fact that he is penniless and has no 
where to go.”’ 

Colonel Haire, who was admitted 
to the bar in New York in 1888, had 
appeared in many noted criminal 
trials. 

Before coming to New York he 
practiced in the West, where he had 
as clients Jesse and Frank James 
and some of their bandit companions.

Worshipers Hear Sermons but Do

{ Report Is Submitted. 


; The report of the paper committee 
was received at the convention. It 
was submitted and read by the chair- 

an of the committee, W. G. Chan- 
idler of the Scripps-Howard News- 

apers. The report urged that an 
tn ependent investigation be made to 
ascertain the actual costs of news- 
iprint production. The effort to raise 
he price, the report set forth, was 
the ‘‘natural sequence of overexpan- 
sion in the past and the present un- 
economic conditions.” 

The committee declared that when 
the first news leaked out that a 
higher price was in prospect, an 

frort had been made to obtain the 
lmanufacturers’ reasons for the in- 
crease. Officials of the Newsprint 
Institute had failed to enlighten the 
committee, it was said, beyond issu- 
jing statements that the increase was 
‘necessary to stabilize the paper in- 
dustry. Propaganda, the report said, 
shad been issued by press agents over 
ithe border reporting that American 
> aaa thought the increase essen- 

al. 


Several speakers alluded to the fact 
that the higher price had the sanc- 
tion of the Governments of Ontario 
and Quebec, in which Provinces 
most of the paper mills are located. 
Questions were asked, suggesting 
that Premier Ferguson of Ontario 





and Premier Taschereau of Quebec 
had countenanced the establishment 
of the new price. 


Premiers Are Defended. 


The Premiers were defended by 
others who addressed the convention, 
including Adolph 8S. Ochs, publisher 
of Tue New YorK Times. Mr. Ochs. 
who said the new price was without 
warrant. referred to the fact that 
Tur TIMES had a half interest in the 
Spruce Falls Paper and Power Com- 
pany mill in Ontario. The mill is not | 
‘a member of the Newsprint Institute 
and did not enter intc any agreement 
regarding prices. 

Drawing upon his experiences in | 
the making of newsprint, Mr. Ochs 
gaid that paper was produced at the | 
Ontario mill at a price much less 
than the price mentioned at the con- 
vention. He urged his fellow-pub- 
‘lishers to make an international sur- 
vey of newsprint costs. He said that | 
the increase in price would not he | 
used to develop Canada but would | 
be employed to pay dividends on 
watered stock. Mr. Ochs urged the | 
publishers to stand firmly against the | 
rise and, purely as a conjecture, pre- | 
dicted that in the end the price would | 
not be advanced. 

Paul Block, publisher of several | 
newspapers, addressed the conven-| 
tion during the brief debate which 
resulted when Mr, Newbold’s resolu- 
tion was offered. He said that he 


thought before the committee or the | 


directors took any action their plans | 
should be submitted to the member- 
oe for approval. 

‘“‘My own opinion is that this is a 
very serious situation,’’ said Mr. | 
Block,.who compared it to conditions 
,during the war. If the price goes 
through, he added, he would curtail 
features in his publications, thus dc- | 
creasing the amount of paper re- 
\quired. He said he thought too many | 
‘features, especially fiction stories, | 
were being printed nowadays. 


Second Resolution Offered. 


Harry C. Adler of The Chattanooga | 
Times said that he hoped the paper 
committee and the directors would 
jtake the views offered at the conven- 
ition as evidence of what all newspa- 
lper publishers thought. So that the 
officials of the association might be 
reinforced, he offered a resolution | 








which was adopted subsequent to 
Mr. Newbold’s. The second resolu- 
tion was as follows: 


I believe that the board of direc- 
tors should employ every means 
possible to prevent American or 
Canadian newsprint manufacturers 
from advancing the price of news- 
print. I believe it is the unanimous 
opinion that an advanced price on 
newsprint is inadvisable at the 
present time. I believe that con- 

| tracts now offered for three or four 
years be not entered into by any 
publishers.

‘was discussed during the session. A 
letter written by Alexander R. Grau- 
jgtein, president of the company, was 
lread. In it Mr. Graustein said he 
believed the time was ‘‘inopportune’”’ 
for an increase. 

After adopting the resolutions the 
convention adjourned indefinitely. 
The paper committee and the direc- 
tors held a meeting late in the day 
to determine the course to pursue 
under the Newbold resolution. A 
statement on the plan decided upon 

may be issued today. 


Butler Calls Problem Serious. 


Mr. Butler, in opening the conven- 
tion, stressed that the problem before 


tthe publishers of the country was a 
serious one. 

“This convention,’’ he said, ‘‘has 
(been called by your board of direc- 
tors upon the recommendation of 
your paper committee to discuss the 
present situation in the newsprint in- 

ustry. This situation is concerned 

with the conditions with which news- 
‘paper publishers are confronted in 
making their newspaper contracts 
for the future. Your paper commit- 
tee and board of directors have been 
functioning to the best of their abil- 
ity to obtain the fullest information 
possible. All of this information has 
(been sent to you in the newsprint 
bulletins from time to time. 
. "The controversy between the Ca- 
nadian and American manufacturers 
has been going on for some time, no 
definite conclusion having been 
reached, although some of the Ca- 
nadian mills have announced in- 
crease of price. 

“The result has been that news- 
paper publishers are unable to make 
satisfactory contracts with any de- 
gree of certainty as to the future. It 

as, therefore, been deemed advis- 
able to call this convention in order 
to have a thorough discussion on the 
part of newspaper publishers to the 
‘end that some concrete solution of 
the situation may result from these 
deliberations. It is hoped, therefore, 
that there will be a full and free dis- 
cussion of the situation so that your 
board of directors and paper com- 
mittee may have your helpful sug- 
gestions for their guidance in the 
present rag age 

“In the hope of finding a solution 


for the unsatisfactory conditions ex- 
isting, your board of directors and 
members of the paper committee 
have devoted much of their time to 
this matter. Since the Fall conven- 
tion in November such members of 
the board and paper committee as 
have been available have met Nov. 
18, 21, 26 and 27, and again Dec. 5, 
while some have held almost daily 
conferences in New York. during. the 
past two weeks, further reference to 
which is contained in the report of 
the paper committee which will now 
be presented to you. 

“At this meeting of members and 
non-members of the A. N. P. A. we 
weicome and hope for the freest ex- 
—e of opinion and suggestion of 
hose present, but we must inform 
you that by advice of counsel the 
chair should recommend that motion 
or resolution looking to definite ac- 
tion should not be entertained at this 
meeting, but that such action should 
be taken by the board of directors 
and paper committee of the A. N. P. 
A. after full consideration of the sug- 
gestions and information given of 
this meeting.”’ 


Paper Committee’s Report. 
Mr. Butler then introduced Mr. 
Chandler, who read the report of 
the paper committee. The report was 
as follows: 


During the calendar year we 
have thus far issued thirty-two 
bulletins, containing all of the in- 
formation available to your com- 
mittee on the subject of newsprint. 

In the bulletin of Sept. 13 we said 
in part: 

t seems to be quite generally 
understood that the Newsprint 
Institute of Canada is continuing 
its operations under the good of- 
fices of Provincial Governments 
of Ontario and Quebec and that 
its control over both prices and 
production of the paper mills in 
those Provinces is. absolute. 
There are many evidences of a 
continuing tendency toward the 
merger of the paper mills in 
these Provinces, but it is re- 
ported that as yet the recently 
reported mergers seem not to 
have been fully completed, al- 
though early announcement is ex- 
pected. 

In the bulletin of Oct. 4 we said 
in part: 

It would be foolhardy to at- 
tempt at this time to forecast 
probable price and market con- 
ditions of newsprint for the com- 
ing year. There is every reason 
to believe that the manufacturers 
who were in session in Montreal 
during the past week have not 
yet come into accord, and that 
many differences will have to be 
ironed out before future prices 
are announced. * * * 

It seems to be generally be- 
lieved that the International is 
committed, at least throughout 
1930, to its present price on its 
five-year contract with the 
Hearst organization. As the In- 
ternational is also committed to 
the principle of one price to all 
customers, it would seem that its 
present price musts prevail 
throughout the coming year un- 
less the Hearst organization 
agrees to an increase of price. 

It is rumored that efforts are 
being made to bring about such 
increase, but if true and they 
should be unsuccessful, then the 
question arises whether’ the 
Newsprint Institute of Canada 
could maintain one scale of 
prices and the International 
another. 

Our bulletin of Oct. 18 contains 
a very complete report of the ef- 
forts of the North American news- 
print manufacturers to negotiate 
with European manufacturers to 
bring about stabilization of worla 
markets by organizing an interna- 
tional bureau of statistics, the pur- 
pose of which we interpret to be to 
induce the European manufactur- 
ers to increase their prices in this 
market or abandon it altogether. 


International Meeting in Quebec. 


We are informed that the Euro- 
pean manufacturers’ group, known 
as TICON, will meet with North 
American manufacturers in Quebec 
during February, 1930. 

The same bulletin, among other 
matters, contained expressions of 
Canadian views with relation to 
the price of newsprint for the com- 
ing year, and reported that prices 
were discussed at conferences 
being held in Montreal. 

The bulletin of No. 6 contained 
announcement of the new mill 
being erected at Bucksport, Me., 
and other comment, such as: 

As we go to press we are in- 
formed that Canadian interests 
continue their efforts, previous- 
ly reported, to force the Interna- 
tional Paper Company to _ in- 
crease its prices, but current ru- 
mors that agreement has been 
reached are discounted. It is ob- 
vious that future prices will de- 
pend wholly upon the result of 
these continuing efforts. In this 
connection it is interesting to re- 
call the recent address of Pre- 
mier L. A, Taschereau of Que- 
bec Province, in which he is 
quoted as having said: 

“Americans are welcome here; 
we need their capital. Let it be 
well understood that, when here, 
they will receive fair treatment 
and be placed on the same foot- 
ing as our own people; but they 
must cooperate with us; live, if I 
may say so, a Canadian life, and 
not injure our basic industries py 
unwise competition. Pardon my 
words if they are harsh, but pub- 
lic opinion will not agree to be 
dictated to, nor to our natural 
resources being imperiled for the 
em of a most lovable neigh- 

OF.”” 

At the Fall convention, held in 
Asheville during the early part of 
November, the following resolution 
was adopted, following extended 
discussion: 


Resolved, That the membership 
of the A. N. P. A. views with 
deepest concern the continued 
effort being made to negative the 
operation of the law of supply and 
demand and to substitute in its 
stead an artificial control of the 
price of newsprint, and reaffirms 
its approval of the uniform con- 
tract price basis. The member- 
ship further feels that any in- 
crease in the price of newsprint 
in the face of existing conditions 
will be persuasive evidence that 
such increased price will be the 
result of collusive combination. 
The membership therefore rec- 
ommends that the A. N. P. A. 
follow the entire matter with the 
closest attention, so that ade- 
guate action for protection may 

_be taken should that course be- 
come advisable. 


* Situation Viewed With Concern. 
Noy. 18, information received 


‘ was of such a nature that such 


members of your committee as were 
available met and made the fol- 


lowing announcement: 

The committee views the entire 
situation with the deepest con- 
cern, and feels that inasmuch as 
the law of supply and demand is 
threatened by a combination of 
political and newsprint manufac- 
turing groups it is the duty of 
the committee to recommend to 
the board of directors of the as- 
sociation that if such a higher 
price be announced a convention 
of all daily newspapers be called 
to consider immediate reduction 
of newsprint consumption and 
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any steps which may seem advis- 
able as protection against the 
menace of such artificial control. 


Nov. 21 another emergency 
meeting was held at which the 
then existing conditions were dis- 
cussed and plans made to meet dis- 
turbing rumors. 

A joint meeting of the board of 
directors and paper committee was 
held Nov. 26 and 27, which was 
fully reported in the bulletin issued 
on the latter date, at which meet- 
ing it was voted to ‘‘call a special 
convention of all daily newspaper 
publishers to take steps for protec- 
tion against artificial and arbitrary 
price-fixing, should an increase of 
price be announced.”’ 

A call for such convention was 
made in bulletin of Nov. 30. 

Bulletin of Dec. 4 contained an- 
nouncements of increased price by 
two of the Canadian mills. 

While there has been much spec- 
ulation during the vear regarding 
future prices, the first definite in- 
formation your committee received 
was on Dec. 4, and it was pub- 
lished in a bulletin of that date. 

Preceding that announcement of 
an increased price, your committee 
diligently endeavored to secure 
and pass on to you through the 
medium of the bulletins all infor- 
mation available. 

While gossip and rumors have 
been heard on all sides, we have 
sent to our members only such in- 
formation as has been at least rea- 
sonably substantiated, and we 
have naturally refrained from in- 
dulging in guesses ‘with regard 
either to price or marketing con- 
ditions for the future. 

Your committee wishes to draw 
your attention specifically to the 
fact that jt has long been the cus- 
tom of the newsprint manufactur- 
ers to determine their merchandis- 
ing plans and terms of contractual 
relationships by group action and 
to put them into operation with- 
out consultation with their custom- 
ers, 

It was in such manner the man- 
ufacturers in 1917 changed their 
method of selling at a delivered 
b. mill price, 
thereby transferring many traffic 
and in some cases tax difficulties 
to the consumer; and again in 1928 
they announced a sliding scale of 
prices on a zone system, with a 
view, presumably, to averaging in 
part the freight costs between dis- 
tant and near-by points of delivery. 

In 1929 this plan was changed to 
one of so-called destination price, 
or the same delivered price to all 
newspapers in given localities. 

Recently it seems to have become 
the fashion of some mills to write 
their contracts in such manner 
that consumers are under obliga- 
tion to take from the mill not only 
the tonnage stipulated under the 
contract but in addition all excess 
tonnage used by them during the 
year, thereby preventing them 
from purchasing any excess ton- 
nage from other sources. 

Your committee submits. this 
matter as an objectionable practice 
for your careful onsideration when 
contracting for future tonnage. 


Newsprint Institute of Canada, 


Following the demise of the late 
Canadian Newsprint Company, 
Ltd., a new group was formed dur- 
ing the Fall of last vear, known 
as the Newsprint Institute of Can- 
ada, from the officers of which we 
have sought but failed to secure 
information regarding its purpose 
or details of its operations. 

From other sources, however, 
your committee is informed that 
the institute includes among its 
membership nearly all of the news- 
print mills of Ontario and Quebec, 
some of which are said to have be- 
come members under pressure. 

While heretofore there has been 
at least a semblance of compctition 
and independent action on the part 
of members of the institute, we 
are now, according to the best in- 
formation available, confronted 
with a combination held together 
for a period of five years under 
penalties so great that all must 
obey the will of the majority. 

The tonnage is pooled, produc- 
tion controlled, and price and mar- 
keting conditions fixed to the end 
that nearly all mills within the 
Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, 
whether of high or of low cost pro- 
duction, may be kept in operation 
on an equal percentage of capacity, 
thus perfecting an absolute monop- 
oly, wholly eliminating competi- 
tion and thereby subverting the 
law of supply and demand. 

Five members of the Newsprint 
Institute of Canada are reported 
to have sold for overseas delivery 
during 1929 in excess of 230,000 
tons or nearly 10 per cent of the 
total Canadian production for 
1928, at prices ranging from $40 
to $49 net to the producer. 

Total overseas exports from 
Canada during the ten months of 
1929 increased by 76,370 tons or 37 
per cent over the first ten months 
of 1928, according to the report of 
the Canadian Pulp and Paper As- 
sociation, issued under date of Nov. 
23. 1929. 

While Northwestern mills are re- 
ported to average $63 delivered at 
Pacific ports, and approximately 
$58.50 net at the mill, some deliv- 
eries are reported as being made 
in Western United States and Can- 
ada which net the. mill*approxi- 
mately $50. : 

Although Northwestern mills 
claim to operate independently of 
Eastern conditions, nevertheless 
red are affected by such condi- 
tions, 


Reports of Overcapitalization. 


We are mindful of the fact that 
during the recent past the influ- 
ence of the paper manufacturer 
has diminished, and that of the 
financier has increased in this 
field, reports of overcapitalization 
are heard, and, as it is well known 
that production on a basis of 75 
per cent of capacity is consider- 
ably higher per ton than the cost 
when running full, it is not sur- 
prising that we hear complaint 
that the prevailing price is too low. 

That the enhanced cost resulting 
from the restrictions enforced 
upon the low-cost producers may 
be the main causes of the complaint 
of inadequate prices is inferred by 
the fact that one of the principal 
mills in the United States is mak- 
ing a profit under conditions no 
more favorable than those prevail- 
ing in Canada. 

Nor can we pass without men- 
tion the fact that the present con- 
dition of overproduction is due to 
the former profits and attractive- 
ness of the business as well as to 
the encouragement of extension of 
the industry by the Provinces 
themselves, and that the present 
difficulties complained of are the 
natural sequences of overexpansion 
in the past and the present uneco- 
nomic conditions. 

At no time has your committee 
had information from the News- 
print Institute or from individual 
producers concerning the actual 
cost of manufacturing newsprint 
paper, and it therefore recom- 
mends that an independent investi- 
gation be made of newsprint pro- 
duction costs and the return to the 
mills under the prevailing price 
on actual investment of capital. 

Since the increased price an- 
nouncement Canadian press agent 
sources have sent out to news- 
papers and news distributing or- 
| a arr orge propaganda to the ef- 
ect that publishers, particular} 
in the United States, view suc 
price increases as essentially rea- 
sonable and as an evidence of the 


desire of Canadian producers to 
stabilize conditions. No such com- 
ment, however, has reached your 
committee. 

In Newsprint Bulletin No. 58, is- 
sued Dec. 4, 1929. E. L. Crooker, 
president of the St. Maurice Valley 
Company, was quoted as follows: 


We have, however, full con- 

sciousness of the recent general 
financial disturbance: and° “its 
temporary effect on the publish- 
ing industry. 
And in the same bulletin Alexan- 
der Smith, president of the Abitibi 
Power and Paper Company, Ltd., 
was quoted, saying: 

Recognizing the temporary ef- 
fect on the business of its cus- 
tomers that may follow the re- 
cent general financial distur- 
bance. * * * 

The committee has no basis for 
accepting these predictions that 
present conditions are limited to 
the first six months of the coming 
year. 

In presenting these facts to you 
we feel that we have discharged at 
least the major. portion of our 
duty, and we seek from you such 
advice and counsel as you may ex- 
ae to us during your delibera- 
10ns. 


Discussion of the Report. 


Mr. Butler then called for discus- 
sion of the report and a free ex- 
change of opinions on the threatened 
rise in newsprint cost. He pointed 
out that newspaper men were pres- 
ent and that James A. Mullally, rep- 
resenting the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion, was at the convention as an 
observer. 

Hilton U. Brown, secretary of The 
Indianapolis News, 
| speaker. He read an editorial from 
| Editor and Publisher and _ then 
{sought to offer a resolution. This 
| was blocked by Mr. Butler, who said 
| that the attorney for the A. N. P. A. 
| had ruled that resolutions should not 
be acted upon, inasmuch as the con-

|non-members of the association pres- 
| ent. 

Gilbert Hitchcock, owner of The 
Omaha World-Herald, spoke briefly 
on the ban on resolutions. 

‘“‘DoI understand,’’ he added, ‘‘that 
the only suggestion of the committee 
|is that the newspapers come to an 
| understanding to reduce their cor- 
sumption during the next year?”’ 

Mr. Butler said that any action of 
|that nature would rest with the pa- 
| per committee of the board of direc- 
| tors rather than with the convention. 
| ‘This is a full and frank discus- 
‘sion,’’ said Mr. Butler, ‘‘in order that 
|the paper committee may get the 
views of the members.”’

| Labor Department Finds Paper Sit. 
uation Too Delicate for Comment. 


OTTAWA, Ont., Dec. 9 (By the 
Canadian Press).—Officials of the 
Labor Department took the view to- 
| day that the newsprint situation was 
too delicate for them to issue any 
statement at present. Any six per- 
sons who are British subjects can 
demand an inquiry into whether 
there is a combination of newsprint 
manufacturers detrimental to the 
public.

While reluctant to discuss this 
phase of the situation until he had 
a clearer idea as to just what action 
the publishers had taken, the Pre- 
mier remarked that the question of 
the price of newsprint, so far as 
Canada was concerned, was purely 
a domestic one. He said that the 
; Provinces had no quarrel with the 
publishers, but were concerned only 
with placing the production of paper 
on a pro rata basis, so that it would 
be equitable for all the mills. 

He said that the present pfice of 
newsprint was lower than it had 
been for years. Only a few years 
ago, he said, it was $70 and $75 and 
the manufacturers were insisting 
|} that an increase now was necessary. 
He said that the settlers who cut 
the timber in Northern Ontario re- 
ceived only $4.50 and $5 a cord for 
delivering it at the railroad. They 
heve to supply their own teams, and 
it does not pay them, he declared. 

The Premier intimated that he 
would make a more detailed state- 
ment on the situation tomorrow.

Untermyer Tells of Fee. 


Samuel Untermyer, when informed 
of the disbarment of Judge Ben B. 
Lindsey by the Colorado State Su- 
preme Court, made this statement: 

“All I know about this subject is 
contained in the deposition made 
some time ago. Judge Lindsey then 
claimed that he was being made the 
victim of political enemies in Denver 
acting at the instigation of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

“He had been helpful as a lifelong 
friend and neighbor of Mrs. Stokes 
and her family in promoting the set- 
tlement of the impending contest 
over the will of W. E. D. Stokes, in 
which I represented the two children 
of Mrs. Helen Stokes and finally re- 
covered one-third of an estate worth 
upward of $4,000,000. The children 
had been disinherited by the will of 
their father.

er, but as a friend of Mrs. Stokes.

Calis It ‘Gross Injustice.”’ 


“From what I know of the Lind- 
sey proceeding, which is very little, 
a gross injustice appears to have 
been done Judge Lindsey. I am told 
that the probate judge testified that 
he was fully aware of the arrange- 
ment and heartily approved it, but 
I had nothing to do with that fea- 
ture and know nothing about it. I 
have also been told that the case was 
decided on technical grounds in 
pleadings and that other judges in 


Denver were quite in agreement with 
Judge Lindsey and Judge Luxford as 
to the propriety of his ,action, but all 
that is mere hearsa 

Suit to disbar Judge Lindsey was 
filed in Denver on June 8, 1928. At 
that time Judge Lindsey said the 
suit was the result of ‘“‘pure malice 
on the part of political enemies.’’ 

Judge Lindsey, who has been called 
the first citizen of Colorado and has 
been honored by world rulers, won 
fame as founder of the juvenile 
court system, which he launched 
while serving as a judge of the Den- 
ver County Court. He presided over 
the juvenile court until June 30, 1927, 
when he was ousted by an order of 
the Colorado Supreme Court, which 
ruled that he had not been legally 
elected. Judge Lindsey appealed, 
but an appeal was denied him. 

Returning to private life, Judge 
Lindsey devoted much time to the 
lecture platform, to the movies and 
to writing. Before his removal from 
the juvenile court bench his views on 
companionate marriage had stirred 
much public criticism. Judge Lind- 
sey was born at Jackson, Tenn., on 
Nov. 25, 1869. In young manhood 
he went with his parents to Denver.

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In general, farm values have 
“ developed encouraging tendencies.” 
The downward movement which 
began in 1920 has not been wholly 
stayed; but the average decline of 1 
per cent, as compared with the pre- 
vious year, indicates an upward ten- 
dency in some regions. The values 
in March, 1929, however, were esti- 
mated to be still 20 per cent below 
those of March, 1914, in purchasing 
power. During this period there has 
been an accelerated trend toward an 
increase in the size of farms, As an 
illustration, in 1915 Montana had 
about 35,000 wheat farmers, but to- 
day has, probably, not more than 
14,000 who are not only handling 
the larger acreage but “doing the 
work better” than it was formerly 
done by the 35,000. In the corn belt 
under old conditions and methods 
one man could cultivate from thirty 
to fifty acres of corn, while today 
with the new power cultivators he 
can cultivate from 160 to 200 acres. 
And the tractor-cultivators have re- 
placed horses and thus reduced the 
demand for grain. 

This technical progress on the 
farms—an extreme example of which 
is the “combine,” a machine which 
eliminates the binding, shocking and 
stacking of the wheat and a sepa- 
rate threshing machine—has much 
to do with the continuing trend of 
population to the cities. The net 
movement for 1928 was, however, 
less than in earlier recent years, less 
than one-half of that of 1926. And, 
with allowance made for the birth 
and death rates, the loss is actually 
and relatively very small, and gives 
promise that the population move- 
ment is “approaching stabilization 
“on a basis consistent with the na- 
“tional good.” The section of the 
report that is least encouraging is 
that which tells of the living stand- 
ards on small farms. Nearly 40 per 
cent of the country’s farm popu- 
lation lives on small farms of poor 
and difficult land, and with a stand-

There is much to be criticized in 
our past dealings with the Indians. 
Many needed reforms can and should 
be effected. But at present it is 
almost impossible to transfer the 
extensive activities of the Indian 
Bureau to the States or to other 
organizations. What should be done 
is to modernize the existing ma- 
chine. The Indian reservations still 
exist. There are Indian schools and 
hospitals, and a personnel trained in 
looking after the Indians. The prob- 
lems are to enlarge and improve the 
reservations; to fit the educational 
system to the needs of the Indians; 
to modernize the hospitals and ex- 
tend the visiting nurse system; to 
raise the pay and facilitate the work 
of Indian agents; in short, to make 
cautious changes from within rather 
than to embark on revolutionary 
experiments. 

The total appropriations for the 
Indian Bureau are almost twice 
what they were in 1922. The effects 
of the steady annual increase are 
manifested in improvements during 
the last decade. But extensive reor- 
ganization of the Indian service has 
been recommended by students of 
Indian affairs, including the mem- 
bers of the commission which made 
a survey for the Institute for Gov- 
ernment Research last year. When 
some of these have been carried out 
—and the appropriations this year 
call for sums long needed to do so—

INSATIABLE MR. BROOKHART.

AID T0 PORTO RICANS 


Will Spend $87,160 to Relieve 
Destitution Due to Coffee 
Plant Destruction. 


DISTRESS AMONG CHILDREN 


Conditions in Island Expected to 


Improve Next Month as Cane 
Cutting Season Opens, 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. — The 
American Red Cross today announced 
that it will spend $87,160 in Porto 
Rico for food, clothing and medicine 
to relieve principally the families of 
unemployed in rural communities, 
where conditions bordering on star- 
vation are reported. 

Chairman John Barton Payne stat- 
ed that the present distress is chiefly 
attributabie to lack of employment 
in the coffee plantations. The Red 
Cross chapter with headquarters in 
San Juan is strongly organi-ed, 
Judge Payne said. It has branches 
in all municipalities, and the relief 
|fund of $87,160 will carry assistance 
into the remotest parts of the islands. 

Monthly reports from twenty-eight 
|municipalities received by the Red 
| Cross comment on the lack of work 
among the coffee pickers, because of 
| destruction of the coffee trees during 
the hurricane, and consequent lack 
of food, sickness and distress, espe- 
cially among the children. 

In the remaining forty-nine munic- 
ipalities an improvement is expected 
in January, when the cane-cutting 
Season begins. 

Anticipating that the greatest dis- 
tress which would follow the imme- 


diate suffering caused by the West 
| Indies hurricane would come from 
junemployment among the coffee 
pickers, the Red Cross employed as 
many as 40,000 laborers at one time. 
| Spent five weeks last Winter in clear- 
ing 120,000 acres of coffee plantations 
|of debris and distributed 10,000,000 
coffee seedlings. For this relief task 
the Red Cross expended $693,730. 
These bushes will require six years 
to come to full bearing. Many dam- 
aged bushes were Salvaged by the 
Red Cross. The Department of Agri- 
culture estimated that 49 per cent of 
all coffee bushes were destroyed.

JUSTICE McCOY RESIGNS.

COLOMBIA MOURNS 
EX-PRESIDENT CONCHA 


Dies at Rome While Ambassador 
to Vatican—Once Served 
in Washington.

BOGOTA, Dec. 9.—Colombia is 
mourning for one of her most noted 
statesmen, Jose Vicente Concha, for- 


mer President of the Republic. His 
death occurred yesterday in Rome, 
where he was Ambassador to the 
Vatican. 

Dr. Concha was born in Bogota on 
April 21, 1867. He graduated with 
the degree of Doctor of Law and 
Political Science at the National Uni- 
versity here, and later was professor 
ef various branches of law at the 
university. During his long public 
career he was in the judicial, exec- 
utive, legislative and‘ diplomatic ser- 
vices. 

He was President from 1914 to 1918. 
He also had been Attorney General, 
Minister of War, Minister of Govern- 
ment and Minister of Foreign Rela- 
tions. He was Minister to the United 
States in 1902, later Minister to 
France and since 1919 Ambassador 
to the Vatican. He was a former 
Governor of Cundinamarca, and had 
served a number of terms as Sena- 
tor and Representative in the Na- 
tional Congress. He was distin- 
guished as lawyer, orator and jour- 
nalist. He founded the newspaper 
El Dia, and his legal treatises are 
standard textbooks in Colombia, 

Dr. Concha never was friendly to 
the United States. Recently he con- 
demned one of her candidates for 
the Presidency for friendly allusions 
in a keynote speech. As Senator he 
vigorously opposed the treaty with 
the United States which provided for 
$25,000,000 indemnity to Colombia in 
settlement of the Panama episode.

To Study McManus Trial Record. 


Explaining that yesterday’s -ad-

Somewhat 
indignantly Mr. Whalen denied any 
intention of resighing and said the 
expiration;of Mr. Banton’s term had 
nothing to do with the date set for 
the opening of the trials and the 
promised investigation. 

Cordes, who was. accused of dere- 


lictions of duties soon after Mr. 
Whalen took. office, must defend 
himself from several allegations of 
mistonduct. He is charged with 
withholding ‘‘valuable information’’ 
regarding the murder mystery from 
his superiors and of ‘“‘impeding’’ the 
capture of Hyman Biller, one of the 
men indicted with McManus for the 
gambler’s death.

Phil Scott, England’s heavyweight 
title contender, won on a foul from 
Otto Von Porat, rangy Chicago Nor- 
wegian, in the second round of their 


scheduled twelve-round battle for | 


charity last night in Madison Square 
Garden, without, however, satisfying 
observers on the subject of his fit- 
ness as a serious aspirant for the 
championship. 

A crowd of over 18,000 men and 


women, who almost jammed the 
Garden to suffocation, witnessed 
the bout and its unsatisfactory end- 
ing, and left the Garden with only 
the consolation that they had, in 
their own way, done something for 
charity. 

For this bout was the feature of a 
boxing card arranged for the New 
York American Christmas Fund and 
served that worthy cause exclusively. 
It. was estimated that a profit of 
about $25,000 was realized on the 
show. 

While the total attendance was 
greater, there were actually 16,912 
paid admissions. The gross receipts 
were $90,270, while the net receipts 
amounted to $85,561. 


Jeers Greet End of Bout. 


As for deciding anything in -con- 
nection with the heavyweight situa- 


tion generally and the championship 
matter particularly, the match might 
almost be termed a complete disap- 
pointment.

Not that the people at Columbia do not do every- 
thing in their power to make the visit of a coach 
pleasant, but Columbia in football faces a tremendous 
task in climbing back toward a place near the top of 
things. When you have turned down a chance to 
return to your old Alma Mater where football is roll- 
ing along and all you have to do is step aboard for 
the task of putting a stationary train under headway, 
you can be accused of everything but ducking a hard 
one. 

It may just be that Little found, in this case, a 
strong attack to be worthless as the best of defenses. 
He may have been not a little surprised to find him- 
self heading for the noise of New York from the 
peaceful quiet of Georgetown’s hilltop above the banks 
of the Potomac, 


The Defense That Failed. 


When Charley Crowley decided to retire to the 
peace of Cape Cod, Columbia sought out Little. Lou 
knew that Young was about to leave the storm of 
coaching at Penn and that he could have the job if 
he wanted it, realizing a dream of returning as a 
coach to the place where he starred playing. 

So, the legend has it, he named a fantastic price to 
Columbia, murmured, ‘‘There, that'll fix ’em,’’ under 
his breath and turned to leave. But he never got out 
of the room. Columbia, a bit groggy, went into a 
clinch and finally won the round. When Little an- 
nounced the other day that he had turned down the 
Pennsylvania offer with regret, nothing much re- 
mained but the formal announcement from Columbia. 

Of course, this is an ungracious way of looking at 
it. It is probably much nearer to truth to think that 
the chance of pulling a team up from the ruck ap- 
pealed a great deal to Little. Certainly he never 
dodged a fight as Georgetown’s coach and it is just 
as certain that Georgetown has bowled over a good 
many big ones in recent years. 

In the past five years Georgetown has lost but five 
games. Columbia lost that many this season. It is 
fairly obvious that Little has something of a task on 
his hands. 


Just About Five Years Ago. 


Five years or so ago Columbia was called, in some 
quarters, the ‘‘graveyard of coaches.’’ There never 
could be anything accomplished here. The city was 
too large; training too difficult and the city youths 
too soft for athletics of the sterner sort. 


ing stroke was announced for Columbia. That sort 
of thing was all right at Annapolis with big men. 
Columbia could never do it. It did not take young 
Dick Glendon very long to disprove this reasoning. 
In his quiet and extremely efficient way he began 
the crumbling of the ‘“‘graveyard’’ legend. 

It is just possible that Little is to follow along. The 
old arguments don’t hold any more in the face of 
what has been accomplished in crew. Little is a good 
coach. He has a veteran back field and ends to start 
with next year and some good linemen. He has always 
been able to build good lines. 


Some Credit That Is Due. 


Little should be interested in the latest issue of the 
Columbia Alumni News. In a day when alumni in 
football are not always sane, the editorial of this issue 
is interesting, to say the least, and deserves some sort 
of medal or recognition. For Little the piece, written 
before his appointment, provides a nice welcome mat 
on Columbia's doorsill. 

‘The Alumni News admittedly knows little or 
nothing concerning the non-success of our 1929 team. 
That is directly a matter for the athletic authorities. 

“Charley Crowley leaves Columbia with the whole- 
some respect of every one with whom he came in con- 
tact. To his successor, no matter who he may prove 
to be, we promise the same measure of support we 
have accorded all our athletic coaches. The Alumni 
News has steadfastly set its face against interference 
with the orderly processes of management in our stu- 
dent affairs. 

“In the face of a most discouraging season a year 
ago The News refused to campaign for a new coach. 
We have unusual problems to meet in Columbia ath- 
letics; the duly constituted athletic authorities have 


responsibility for the conduct of the same; and any | 


coach can look for a square deal from the organized 
alumni. 


Here’s Luck to Them. 


“We know we have a finegroup of boys who want 
to play football. We hope the new head coach will 
have more success than his immediate predecessor in 
turning out elevens that will continue the high record 
we have set for sportsmanship and courage, and that 
will play heads up football all the way as well. With 
a bit of luck and a little more football we believe we'll 
win our share of games. Certainly we've never 
wanted any more than that.” 

Nothing could be fairer than that. Certainly Colum- 
bia came close to fine achievements in the way of vic- 
tories this season. It is not at all beyond the realm 
of possibility that the Blue and White football team 
will step up to join the crew among the best of the 
country. 

And a Columbia football team up front would not 
be a total stranger. There are several blue and white 
shirted ghosts of the past wandering about there, a

| BRAZILIANS DISTURBED 
BY FALL OF MILREIS 


Press Sees Stabilization Scheme 
in Danger—Fall in Coffee 
Is Cited as Factor. 


Special Cable to Tam New York TIMES. 

SAO PAULO, Dec. 9.—Financial 
| circles here and at Rio de Janeiro 
were thrown into another panicky 
condition when the milreis and cof- 
fee prices broke today, The decline 
of the milreis was precipitated by 
the Federally-controlled Banco de 
Brazil’s action late on Saturday in 
refusing to cover foreign bills of ex- 
change except for regular customers. 

Following this drastic action the 
milreis has dropped from 8.5, which 
was Saturday’s rate, to 8.65 per dol- 
lar. This is interpreted by journals 
here as indicating that the stabili- 
zation scheme will probably be aban- 
doned. 


According to reports published in 
the Diario da Noite the decline of 
the milreis is due to the fall of coffee 
prices on the New York market, to- 
gether with its decrease in coffee 
exports from Santos giving Brazil 
an unfavorable trade balance. 

Unless President Washington Luis 
takes immediate steps, most foreign 
bankers here believe, there are grave 
possibilities of further declines in 
the milreis. It is thought the Presi- 
dent will take every possible meas- 
ure to salvage the stabilization 
scheme in some form, rather than 
permit a resumption of speculation 
in the milreis. 

Reports of big drops in Santos 
coffee prices on the New York Cof- 
fee Exchange today added further 
gloom to the picture and gave rise 
to rumors of fresh attacks on the 
coffee defense plan by the coffee 
growers and dealers.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The_ tre- 
mendous increase in exports of air- 
planes, engines and aeronautic parts 
pies 1929 was disclosed today by 
reports of the Department of Com- 
merce, which showed that shipments 
abroad during the first ten months 
of the year were 112 per cent greater 
than the total of these exports for 
the full year of 1928. 

The total of exports for the first 
ten months of the year was $7,761,- 
977, as compared with $3,664,825 for

“In our courts there are a great 
many cases in admiralty involving 
what are strictly commercial ques- 
tions. These, of course, are tried 
without a jury, and there would be 
no difficulty whatever in transfer- 
ring commercial cases from the gen~ 
eral admiralty calendar, which in- 
cludes collisions, salvage and neg- 
ligence cases of various kinds, to a 
list to be known as a commercial 
cause list, because the parties in 
admiralty have not a right to a jury,
